Mr. Blake Says the Only Hope Ib For 
the Divisions to Act 
Together. 

Toronto, Oft. If. — Arohbishop Walsh, 
of this olty, whoreoontly returned from Ire- 
land, addressed a letter to Mr. Edward 
Blake, M.P. for South LongL-rd, on the 8:h 
inBt., on tho question of Home Rule. Ho 
aaks : " How ia tho union nooossary to tho 
auocesa of tho Irish oauso to bo obtalnod ? 
How aro tho Irish national foroos to be fo- 
cuBBod into a grout contro of strength and 
power ? It sooma to mo that to tho solution 
of this problom, Irish patriotism and Irish 
statesmanship should now dovotothomaelves. 
Surely Ireland must still havo tho power 
and vitality to shako off from her tho fatal 
dissensions that have of late preyed upon 
her and threatened the extinction of her na- 
tional life. Surely she must not allow her- 
self, like a derelict ship at sea, to drift 
about aimlessly and hopelessly, a prey to 
tho waves and storms of angry passiops and 
intorneoine feude. 

" My suggestion to thiB is, lot a groat 
national convention be held in Dublin, com- 
posod of chosen representatives of tho olorgy 
and people of Ireland and of an advisory 
representation of the Irish race abroad. In 
this convention let Ireland speak out her 
mind ; let not her voioa be like a broken 
musical instrument emitting discordant 
notes and jikrring sounds, but let It on tho 
contrary be dear, loud and emphatic, insist 
ing on unity and condemning faotion. Let 
hor point out and uphold tho Parliamentary 
representatives whose methods and oonduot 
she approves and lot her mark out and con- 
demn thoso whoso Intolerance of control, 
personal jealousies and animosltloa. have 
done so much to break tho unity and wusto 
tho strength of the National party." 

Mr. Blako replies ths following day. 
He deplores the want of unity in the 
Irish party, mofo especially at a time 
when they are faoing a Government, 
" whioh denies the right and capacity 
of Irishmen to direct their own affairs, 
and the safety to the Empire of Home 
Rule for Ireland ; and which doolares for 
tho policy of perpetual legislation and ad- 
ministration of purely Irish affairs from 
WeBtminator. It seems to mo our duty not 
only to maintain and strengthen the posi 
tion of Irish Home Rule, but also to inslBb 
that those in power shall attempt to dia 
charge the responsibilities such a polioy in 
volves, TheBo responsibilities are enor 
moua. 

" The Irish land question, with its numer- 
ous ramifications, retains, oven by the ao 
knowledgment of the adversary, the fore 
most plaoe in the legislative programme. 
But Irish rural government, Irish municipal 
franohises, Irish education, Irish questions, 
should also be pressed to the front. And 
thero is thus open to the Irish party, even in 
this overwhelmingly Tory and anti-Homo 
Rule Parliament, - n aotive, UBeful and hon- 
orable oarcer. We may in the next five 
years do much good for Ireland, and we may 
in the doing it, and while we are doing it, 
materially advance the prospoots of that 
Home Rule which must ever remain our first 
and main objoct. But to do any good at all, 
either in these other matters or for the great 
cause of Homo Rule itself, it is more than 
over necessary that we should act together. 
Wo are too few to quarrel." 

Tho significance of Archbishop Walsh'a 
letter arisos from tho belief thab it was 
dlreotly inspired, if nob wribten, by Mr. 
Justin McCarthy.

KOREA'S MURDERED O^UEEN. 

Her Body Found-The AsbussIiib Identified as 
Japanese— More Arrests of Soshl. 

New York, Ocb. 16.— A Bpecial to tho 
Horuld from Sooul, Korea, says : The Crown 
Prinoe, who was with tho Quoou whon she 
wob murdered, has Becrotly sent from the 
palace a statement giving a description of 
tho assassins, by which they aro idontifiod 
as Japanoso. Tho Japanose government 
gives ample asBuruncea that overy guilty 
poraon will be punished. Tho plot originat- 
ed with tho diegrriced Korean olfioials, who 
omployed tho Japineso aoahi and oor- 
ruptod tho Japanese troops. The colonel 
of the palace gunrds, who saw tho Japan- 
oso aBsosains outer tho queon'8 apartment 
with swordB, Baya ho aftorwards saw them 
burn tho body. Proofs uro Baid to oxist con- 
necting tho Japanoso minister with tho 
plot. 

Prosecutor Kamuura and a commission 
have arrived from Japin to investigate 
tho outbroak. ' There havo boon more ar- 
reBta of Japanese soshl. Japnneao havo 
been forbiddon to oomo to Korea without 
tho consent of the J ipaneso authorities. 
Tho usurper, Toi Won Kun, issues a 
proclamation, sayiDg ho is in tho polaco 
bo secure poaco. Tho cabinob is not roo- 
ogni/.ed, and it is falling to pieoos. Six 
ollieial refugees aro in tho United States 
legation. The fligship Btltimoro is coming 
to Chemulpo, and a Russian Hoot Is ex- 
peotod. 

Yokohama, Oob, 16 —A dbpjtoh from 
Sooul aaya tho body of bho murdorod Quoon 
of Korea has boon found.

PEOP0SED SILK FACTORY. 



Members of a Wealthy Oriental Firm 
Looking Out For a Suitable 
Site. 

Probability That the Concern Will 
Be Established in British 
Columbia. 



Vancouver, Oot. 17. — (Speolal.) — A 
scheme is said to be woll in hand to establish 
a large allk manufactory in this province. 
A member of a very wealthy Orienbal houae 
was interviewed on the subject by tho 
Colonist correspondent yesterday. Seoreoy 
a» to the Idontity of the firm was exaoted 
before the interview oould ba obtained. 

" We have a aabemo well in hand " said 
the silk manufacturer, " to start a factory 
either in Victoria or Vanoouvor. The rea- 
sons we ahoose British Columbia are appar- 
ent. We are on the Pacific seaboard. We 
havo a ollmate exactly similar to tho silk 
manufacturing climates of the Orient, thero 
is no severe weathor and tho damp olimate 
Is juBb whab is needed by bho silk dyer. Of 
course we would manufacture direcbly from 
tho thread produced by tho worm. Loca- 
tion and close proximity to atoamboab and 
railway lines is a greater advantage to ub 
than bonuaoB or land grants. If we come 
here ib will not be for the Bake of booming 
land for somebody. Thoso schemes do not 
pay in tho long iun. We aro silk manufac- 
turers not apooulatora. Wn will pay In 
wages on tho start from §36,000 to §50,000 
a year, and employ from 100 to 200 girla from 
15 to 18 years of ago, as the buaineaa war- 
rants. Theso girls willreceivcfromSl to$1.50 
a day. Tho employment ia clean and re- 
epootablo and young ladioB aro always ready 
to work lor thoir living in a Bilk faotory 
when thoy aro difliient about ocoopting 
other positions bBcauso tho nature of the 
work is oxaotly suited to tho gentler sex. 
A member of the firm is now travelling 
through Canada and the Unitod States caro- 
fully looking into the markets, to aBcortoin 
if tho British Columbia schemo Is foualble. 
In tho manufacture of silks, as you know, 
wo would be protected by government. In 
Canada, of oourao, without this the Bchome 
would bo impossible. You might safely say 
that thoro ia every probability of the propo- 
sition materializing, but at this atago it 
would bo injudicious to publish the name of 
bho firm interested, aB I havo noticed that 
vory ofton news published in tha Colonist 
and other British Columbia papers travels 
all ovor bho olvilizod world in an 
incredibly ahort timo, and sometlmoa to tho 
sorioua dotrlment of partially formed plans."

Tho party 
was oonveyed to bho Phair hotol, whoro an 
addreBs of welcome was read by Captain 
Fitzatubbs to which Lord Abordeen made 
a happy reply. His Exaollenoy and tho 
CounteBB held a reception in tho evening.

London, Oat. 16 —A Constantinople dia- 
patch says thab acoording to tho lateBb in« 
formation from Trebicond 400 persona were 
killed during the reoent rioting there. Tho 
Grand Vizlor, Kiamil Pasha, has issued an 
order holding tho government of Troblcond 
responBiblo for all the loss of life, heroaftor, 
through politioal or religious disturbances. 
Tho appeal of tho Sultan to tho Russian am- 
baesador, A. J. Do Nellkoff, to oauao tho 
recall of tho order for i Russian gunboab to 
go to Trobicond haa proved futile, French 
and Russian Bteamers aro taking cumbers of 
Armenian refugees from Trobicond. 

Tho roport of a riob ab Akhlssan, in the vil- 
layeb of Adin on tho Auatolian railway, 
during which fifty Armenians were killed 
on October 9, a markot day, by a Moslem 
mob is confirmed. Tho Turks picked a 
quarrel with the unarmed Armenians, tho 
former being armed with revolvers and 
knives, looted tho markeb andmaBaaorod tho 
helpless Christians, afterwards throwing 
the bodies into wells. Twenty bodies havo 
alroady been recovered and Interred in tho 
presence of the Armenian BiBhop of lemid. 
Reports received here from various districts 
of Anatolian say the Armenians havo been 
deprived of their weapons and the latter 
have been given to the Mussulmans. In 
addition, In tho diatriob of Kharput qnanbi- 
ties of arms have been dlsbributod to tho 
Turks. When Vallof Kharnub was ques- 
tioned on the subject he said if tho Arms- 
niana remained quieb no harm would come 
bo them. 

Izzeb Effondl, the celebrated Turkish law- 
yer who was rooontly arrested on a charge 
of being the author of tho plaoarda in favor 
of the Armenians, whloh were postod in 
Stamboul some time previous to his being 
taken in custody, has, acoording to official 
announcement, died in tho Yildiz prison, 
where he was oonfined awaitiDg trial. 

It Is reported in Roman Catholio circles 
in '.lie Uity of Mexico thab the Popo will be 
asked bo aanotlon the idea advanoed by 
Arohbishop Corrigan to make the Virgin of 
Guodaloupe tho patroneBs of the American 
hemisphere. If the request ba granted,thero 
will be another coronation four years henoe 
in this oity, attended by prelates from North, 
Central and South America. 

The leading artiole fn the Times this 
morning on the Venezuelan question, it is 
believed has been dlreotly inspired by the 
British Foreign Office, and is understood to 
actually represent the attitude of the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury in the matter. Ib oonfirms 
tho press dispatches on the aubjeot through- 
out. Tho American note in regard to Vene- 
zuela was presented as far back aB laab 
August. 

A Frenoh column in Tonquin, in a fight 
wibh pirates at Fanal recently, lost forty 
men killed and had over 100 wounded. 

An unconfirmed reporb bhab Dr. Von 
Boebbioher, imperial minister of the interior, 
had resigned was in oiroulation in Berlin. 

Emperor William this morning visited the 
battlefields around Metz. 

Mgr. Satolli will not attend the Pope's 
jubilee in Rome In January noxt. 

During the present epidemic of cholera in 
Japan the disease was unusually virulent, 
certain districts almost all tho cases 
proving fatal. Ib is bolieved thab the epi- 
demic has reached its climax and ia now de- 
clining. 

Thore has beon fieroo rioting at Wagram, 
Austria, between Croatians and Servians, 
owing to an attempt to removo Sotvian flags 
from varioua bulldingB.

NEW BRUNSWICK ELECTIONS. 

The Blair Government Unturned to Power by 
the Larcest Majority It Ever Had. 

St. John, N.B., Oob. 16 — (Special)— The 
local eleotions are over and Hon. Mr. Blair 
has beon returned to powor with c. largo mu- 
jority. Not one of the warmeat supporters 
of the government hoped for anything like 
the success that rewarded their efforts. In 
only one county, York, did the opposition 
come out ahead, and thoro they managed 
to elect their full tiokot. All the other 
oounties were oarried by the full govern- 
ment tiokot. In King's, Solioitor General 
White and his colleagues, Sooville and Fow- 
ler, wero eleoted by lirge -majorities. Tho 
opposition made a fioroo fight there, but it 
was of no avail. In Northumberland, Sur- 
voyor-Goneral Tweedio was returned with 
his throe colleagues. In Albert, Hon. Mr. 
E.nmorson and Dr. Lewis wero elected. Vic- 
toria, Madawaska, Sunbury and Restigouoho 
send tho full government tiokeb of two oaoh. 
Carletou county sends threo and Kent, 
three. It will thus be soon that the opposi- 
tion in tho new legislature number nine, 
viz : Stookton, Alward, Shaw and Lock- 
hart, eleoted by acolamatlon in St. John ; 
Howe, Pitts, PInder and Black, tho York 
county tioket ; and F. R. Sumner, eleoted 
by acclamation in Wostmoreland. The lat- 
ter 1b roally an Independent. Tho eleotion 
In Gloucester county takes plaoo next Mon- 
day, and the government will win eur«. 
With those eleoted by acclamation and 23 
returned yesterday, Premier Blair will havo 
a majority of over four to one, counting in 
Gloucester, whioh is certain to eleot threo 
government supportors. This is by far the 
largest majority Mr. Blair JhaB over had 
alnoe ho became premier in 188.'). 

ARSON IN MONTREAL. 



Eight Business Men Arrested For In- 
cendiarism-Confession of 
One of Them. 

An Exceedinsrly Startling- Statement 
Coolly and Deliberately 
Sworn to. 



(From tho Montroal Tlmos.) 

It is now a month or so since tho arrest 
of oighb citizens of Montreal charged with 
arson or oomplicity therein. Haynes, Jen- 
kins and Clarke were the firat arrested in 
connection with tho Boyd-Gillies and other 
firea. The latter two of tho trio turnod 
Qneen's evidence when the case waa hoard 
In enquete. Then camo further arrests which 
startled the community. William Thomas, 
John Beiaer, Adolphe Saasville and Edwin 
Rlohardson were taken up. Two othora 
managed to escipo, but efforts are atill being 
made to capture them. 

The confession of one of the business men, 
named Edwin Rlohardson, made In the 
presence of a doteotive and a lawyer in the 
office of Judge Sicotte, ia a piece of evidence 
calculated to Btartlo the coolest of oitlzenB. 
This man, who bore a good reputation, 
being popular and Industrious, testified that 
in 1893 be wont into the buainosa of making 
fur ornaments and trimmings, having for a 
short tlmo a partner namod Castle. Aftor 
Castle left him Rlohardson had to do 
his own cutting, and bo engagod 
Arthur Bullen to work for him. 
It waa found "hard to make ends 
meet," and this difficulty Rlobardaon con- 
fessed to Bullep. In a short time John 
Belsor came to Richardson and asked how 
much he would Boll his buainosa for. The 
reply waa $1,500, and it waa then agreed 
that Belser should have half the sum he 
secured over and abovo this sum. What fol- 
lows of his testimony ia well worth bolng 
given in full : 

" In roply to a question I told him I waa 
well insured, and be replied that it would 
bo quite easy to fix thinga. He askod me 
to get u duplicate key made, and this I did 
and gavo it to him. The next thing I know 
he and Bullen brought down to my premises 
a lob of worthloBa aorap atook. Bullen then 
romoved to his own house a quantity of ailk 
cord. The next movo waa to place a loaden 
oup, the works of a clook and a quantity of 
acids. 

"On the Sunday morning of tho Sre I 
went down to the storo aud found every 
thing gone. I ahortly afterwards got §2,225 
Insurance. Boinor came to mo and asked 
for a share of the plunder. I gavo him four 
one hundred dollar bills. Ho aoid I would 
havo to settle with Bullon. When the lat- 
ter came to mo I gave him $50 and tbo Bilk 
cord which he had taken to his house. 

" Aftor some little time Belser sent mo 
the books of my businoss with the covers 
torn off. I ahortly afterwards destroyed 
them." 

This, ib will bo agreed, is rathor interest- 
ing reading. But it la statod that thoro is 
In poasosalon of the crown evidence with 
reapecb to other tiros whioh ia nearly as cir- 
cumstantial and conclusive, Tho toatimony 
Is such aB loads to tho opinion that tho 
schemes wero " workod " from New York. 
Thoroforo as Boon aa tho prisoners aro ar- 
raigned a commission will be applied for, 
whioh shall visit Now York and probe mat- 
ters. This being granted tho trials will 
likoly bo poBtponod to tho noxb term of 
Qaoon'a Bench. Thoso who aro acquaintod 
with tho circumstances aro loud in praioo of 
Dotoctivo Carpenter for what he has dono 
towards unoarthirg this rasoally series of 
Bwindles. lb is Batd sub chief Bookingham, 
of tho fire brlgado, attributes the froodom 
from firos which Montroal has rocontly en- 
joyed largoly to tho arrest of this nosb of 
tire-bugs.

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BRITISH COLUMBIA. 



Its Geographical Position, Resources 
and Development as Described 
by a School Boy. 



Master Grant's First-Prize Paper in 
the Recent Intel-school 
Competition. 



The following ia the obbbv on British Co- 
lumbia written by Maator Gordon Grant of 
the First Divlaion of the North Ward 
aohool, which with that of Miaa Violet 
Hardy, of the Central aohool, waa adjudged 
to be entitled to firab prize in the compe- 
tition betwoon the aoholara of the publto 
aohoola : — 

British Columbia la the moat weaterly 
provinoe of the Dominion of Canada and liea 
between the '19 jh and GOoh parallels, 120oh 
meridian and Rocky mountains on the eaat 
and the Paoifio ocean on the woat. It is 
about 750 miles long and 550 milea wide. 
The area ia 383,000 square miles, and the 
populition ia 98,173. A provinco with 
suoh an extent and area should, if 
tho surface be of any value what- 
ever, be productive of groat wealth. 
It has mountains on tho sldeB of whiah 
grow immtnao treea whioh give riso to 
lumbering. Tho mountains have in thorn 
many vuluublo aud preoious metals The 
rivtra and 1 vkce are very nutr.etoua, thus it 
ia that to largo a uumbor of aalmnn aro at- 
traoted thore to spiwn. Lirge numbers are 
oaught and oannod. 

Gold mining ia extensively carried on in 
the Fraaer river at Boaton Bar. Tlmbor ia 
also (hated down the rivers, streams, otc , 
of tho province. Tho pUina and valley 
aro adapted to ogriculture, aa tho aoil 
ia very fertile. Tho climate ia alao oonduoivo 
to this productive industry aa it ia moist 
and warm. The Rooky Mountaina stop th 
dry air from the Eistorn provinces and 
keep the moiaturo from going there. Tho 
coast line ia very broken, forming many har 
bora for ahipa. Some of theae harbors are 
in autumn a forestry of masts of tho sealing 
Bohoonera whioh are engaged on the 
coast of British Columbia and in 
the Bshring Boa. Lumbsriug ia carried 
on extensively on the ooao!i, the country 
affording large quantities of timber. Chief 
among the kinda ia the Doughs 
fir, which is a large proportion 
of all tho timber in the province. 
It ia very tough and strong as oak. This 
tree attains the heighb of 300 feet and has a 
oircumferenoe of from 25 to 50 feeb. A firm 
of loggers in tho Comox district cat 508,000 
feet off one aero. Avery modest eBtimate 
would overage 40,000 foet per acre. The 
red cedar ia alao found In large quantities 
and ia very plcturetque. Some Bpeolmens 
measure from GO to SO feet near tho ground. 
The Indians usa it for their oanoes, Weave 
tho fibre into mats and ubb tho bark for the 
roofa of their housoa. Itia alao uaed fornicely 
dressed lumbor, doors, frames', saBhoa, oto. 
Cedar poata and rails are in demand aa they 
do not rob for years. Weymouth or white 
pine ia found in the New Westminster dis- 
trict. Tho moat recent atabisilca estimate an 
annual output of tho milla of British Colum- 
bia at 83,107,335 feeb. Ia 1890 300,000,000 
feat were exported from the North American 
ooaBt to Australia, Out of this Britlah 
Columbia Bent only 15,000,000 feet. The 
oentre of this induatry is at Westminster, 
four- fifths of ib being aituated there. Van 
couver ieland has eight milla with a cutting 
capacity of 221,000 feQt dally. Lumber- 
men eatimate that there ia about 8,000,000,- 
000 feet of aaoh timber as ia now out In the 
provinoe. The chief markets aro China, 
Australia, Central and South America, and 
tho Sandwich Islands. 

For fijhlng, few countries havo such a 
field, as multitudes of fish, valuable for food 
and oil, 'swarm in tha baya and inlets of the 
province and the watera of the adjacent 
ocean. In thla is a Bourco of wealth whioh 
may be drawn upon for o number of years, 
and will give employment t-o an ever-increas- 
ing number of men and add to the revenue 
of the province. The moat extenalve busi- 
ness ia that of catching and cunning sal- 
mon. There are three principal kinds, 
namely, tyhee, sockeyo and hook-noso. 
Thoae entering tho Fraaer ascend the main 
stream to its numerous tributaries, thence 
to the creeks, aud deposit thoir epawn thero. 
It Is thus, while making their annual pil- 
grimage, they aro caught, uaually near tho 
Eea. Thoy aro then canned and ready for 
exportation. Cuatomora need not think that 
it ia not a oloanly proceaa, aa the canners 
tako every precaution to have the salmon 
clean beforo being canned The canned 
Balmon Is then ready for exportation to 
Great Britain. 

Tho next important fish ia tho oolaohan. 
Ib ia aboub twice bho size of a Bardino and is 
vory oily. They enter tho Fraser nbout 
May 1 and are oaughb in large quantities. 
Tho oil la conaidered auporior to cod liver or 
any other fiah oil known. Ib ia of a whitish 
color and uboub tho constituency of thin 
lard. Ib ia considered a delicacy by tho 
Indians, who iciitch largo quanti- 
ties every year. They begin run- 
ning in tho Naas and Skeena rivora 
about March 1, and thero aro mlllioue in a 
good run. The Indiana assomblo and catch 
largo quantities of them in what are called 
" purse nets." They aro then plaood in 
bine mado of wood with Bhoot-lron bottoms, 
and are boiled in wator for about four hours. 
Tho flald ia then strained through baskots 
into rod cedar boxes of from 12 to 15 gallons. 
If the run is good each bribo will put up 
from about 20 to 30 boxoa. 

Herrings Bwarm in 'argo quantities in the 
spring. They aro smaller than tho horring 
of Europe, but equal/ in quality. Halibut 
are found in largo numbers, especially west 
of Quoen Charlotte islands. Codtiah aro 
also found in conaidorablo quantitioa, the 
chiof varietloa being tho skill (biackood), 
rock cod and red cod, whioh frequont tho 
bayB, inlete, oto , of tho province. They 
aro a good table fish and havo a Bplecdid 
flavor. Sturgeon, which are vory good 
when oaton fresh, havo been found weighing 
half o Ion. Whaloa, aoals, floundora and 
whiting are found in largo numbora. Among 
others tho following shell fiah are found, 
viz : prawn, clam, shrimp, cockle, musaol 
and oyster. Deep sea fishing has not yet 
boon inaugurated on a large soale, though it 
ie practicable. 

If tho woods and wators of our province 
are so wealth produoing, what may bo said 
of our minoB '! There aro motalB which have 
been mlnod for years and others that have 
not boen touched. Tho prinoipal motals 
aro : gold, ailvor, iron, coal, lead, zinc, anti- 
mony and plumbago. Gold mining waa first 
8tartod on tho Fraser in 1858 In about two 
yoara several million dollars' worth woro ex- 
tracted in ooarao gold. About §54,000,000 
worth have boen extraotod. Tho chief gold 
mining districts aro: Cariboo, Kootenay, 
CaBaiar, Ominooa, Lardeau, Roasland, Al- 
bcrni and tho FraBer, Tho Caribio mines 
produood $204,000 worth in 1892 In quartz 
mining a good deal has been done not far 
from the Kootenay diatrioband ia being car- 
ried on In othor placea. 

Coal mining ia chiefly confined to Van- 
couver Island, although large depoblta are 
fonnd on the Mainland, but are not mined. 
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The chief ooal minea of Vanoouver laland 
ore Nanaimo, Comox and Wellington. The 
annual output ia aboub 000,000 tons. A 
large quantity of thla ie exported to tho 
United States. On Texnda Island, in the 
Gulf of Georgia, la Borne fine iron ore, which 
Ib smelted by an American company at Port 
Townaend. It, like moat British Columbia 
oro, ia magnetic, and la worked as a com- 
mercial undertaking. 

One of tho largest industries of British 
Columbia is sealing. The chief port is Vic 
toria, about one half tho aahooners belong- 
ing to that place. The annual catch is 
about 70,000 skins. Moat of those skins aro 
sent to London to bo sold there. Tho skin 
of a fur seal is worth from about $9 to $12 
and that of a hair seal from about 50 to 00 
cants. The groatest domand is for tho 
formor. 

Now we come to farming. Tho throe 
kiuds are mixed farming, stook-raiBing und 
fruit-growing. Wheat will gfow us well 
in the interior as in Manitoba, but ia 
not good for making flour, aa lb does not 
harden, but keops soft. Oits grow splendid 
ly in the Northeastern part. The chief 
fruit growing districts will be in Vancouver 
island, tho North and South ThompaoD, 
Chilliwaok, Spallumoheen and Okanagao. 
Peaches, aprlcotB and grapes mature splen- 
didly in tho open ulr. There la a luBcioua- 
nesB in the homo grown article that is not 
found in tho imported, and thero is no 
reason why poaches should not be exported. 
On the Fraaer river wheat haa run as high 
aa 05 bushels to the acre. Oata grow splen- 
didly. Fears, apploa and all stone fruits 
grow very well, and timothy averagea four 
tone to the acre. The land, whioh is very 
rich, will continually improve under culti- 
vation. 

On Vanoouver Island, thore la a popula- 
tion of aboub 1,400 engaged in farming, com- 
prising one-third of the farming community 
of tho provinoo. The aeotlona are moatly 
seleoted for the Bake of their bottom land, 
as it is the easiest kind to clear. 
In tho interior, the bunchgrass grows 
on the plains, making eplendid 
pastures for ehcop, cattle, horses, etc 
Swine raising Ib also profitable. In British 
Columbia thhre ia a loo of unsurveyed gov- 
ernment land such as the l'eaco and Buckloy 
rivers, and the North Vancouver Island 
trace Experienced men have reported 
favorably upon them, but thoy aro mo re- 
mote to render them of muob account ab 
presenb. They are bettor situated, how- 
ever, than Eastern Canada was at bho timo 
ib was colonizad. 

Thus British Columbia with its situation 
and climate, unsurpassed and limitless re- 
sources by the development of whioh its 
population and prosperity will increaso, ia 
bound in the near future to be the greatest 
province of Canada, if nob of the world.

MILK INSPECTION. 

The munioipal authorities of Viotorla 
bare done no small amount of talking — in 
deed they are adepts in that art, no matter 
tho quality of their produotion — on the sub 
jeot of milk inspection, They obtained a 
tester, and were supposed to have deter 
mined, within a very shorb time, to in- 
augurate what it was generally believed was 
a much needed department of munioipal 
work. However, it may hi supposed that 
tbo matter has been "temporarily dropped" 
in so far as the operations of the present oivio 
year are concerned. Unwholesome milk, 
nob only In its constituent qualities but alao 
by reason of the germs of disease of whioh 
ib is one of the most certain mediums of 
transmission, should be most carefully 
guarded against, and with that object not 
only should the milk be carefully tested, but 
the conditions of tho dairy in which it is 
kept and thoso undor whioh the oattle are 
housed, fed and watered, ahould bo care 
fully inquired into. 

In the city of San Francisco they have re- 
cently appointed a milk inspector, who 
possibly upon the principle that " new 
brooms sweep olean " " has entered 
upon his duties with a zeal and vigor whioh 
bespeak a healthy revolution. He "has con 
demised an immense quantity of adulterated 
milk, and not a few milk dealers are to be 
arrested on tho charge of vending fraudu 
lent and unwholesome milk. Some of those 
who do nob particularly appreoiato " the 
revolution " which tho inspector is making 
— and in addition Mayor Sutro — who, It Ib 
said, does nob Bee where the officer's salary 
is to oome from— object to tho appointment 
upon technicalities. On this account it Ib 
suggested that the Merchants' Association 
of the city should provide tho necessary 
funds, for ib Ib very appropriately pointed 
out that " tho lives and health of tho babies 
of the city aro quite as important as any 
other object." The " aggrieved " milkmen 
aro, it is said, about to take legal stops to 
test the validity of tho San Francisco up 
pointment. 

H. M. JUDICIAL COMMITTEE, 

In tho courso of an interview had with 
Sir Oliver Mowat, on hia return from Eng- 
land, reforring to Colonial representation in 
tho judicial Committeo of the Privy Coun- 
cil, the Ontario Premier is roportod to havo 
said that ho did not conBidor tho arrange 
mont outlined in the Imperial Act would bo 
of much sorvico. Tho aot makos provision 
for ono colonial judgo, who is nob to havo a 
salary nor to bo a pormanonb judgo, but 
" Her Majesty may authorize any colonial 
judge oi tho Suprome or Superior CourtB of 
somo one of tho colonies to aob in tho Judi 
clal Committee." Sir Oliver did not think 
— and his opinion will doubtless be appreci- 
ated here — that tho proposition to have per- 
manent salaried judges from the various col- 
onies would bo entertained. Ho addod : 
" Australia would not bo ready to place any 
further rollanoo on a Canadian ropreeenba: 
tive than on ono of tho prosont members of 
bho committee, nor would Canadians have 
any oxtra rollanoo to place on an Australian 
judgo. And for that reason I do not bo- 
liova the project of having ono colonial repre- 
sentative to bo a solution of tho problem." 



for our ' kin beyond the sea.' " Experience 
haa shown that a great many of our neighbors 
particularly those in political and business 
life have little " real love " for anything 
above and beyond '* the Almighty dollar," 
whoso expenditure, however small a quantity 
their "real love" may be — is soarcely 
grudged when ib bocomes a question of pur- 
chasing a woman's share of a British or Con- 
tinental pateub of nobility. "Real love" 
for " our kin beyond tho tea " may, Indocd, 
be soarcely said to exist, and what little 
sentiment there happens to bo is without 
any difficulty or compunction put oub of 
sight when tho eternal game of politics is in 
full play. 

NEW BRUNSWICK ELECTIONS. 

Tho results of tho New Brunswicu elec- 
tions are to hand and Bhow thab Premier 
Blair has had pretty much bis own way, the 
Ministerial majority being thirty-oneout of a 
total of forty seats, tho largest majority In 
facb thab tho Blair Government haa evor 
had. The prosont administration is the 
reaulb of a coalition and Dominion politics 
are nob supposed bo havo any influenoo in 
bhe local eleotlons whioh aro run on straight 
provincial lines. That moro than one third 
of the legislature, thirteen Ministerialists 
and five Opposition wero returned by aojla 
mation shows that the people are well satis 
tied with their present rulers, upon whom 
they did not think thero oould bo muoh im 
provemenb, if any, although Messrs. Wol 
don and GUIs, prominent Liberals sought 
to have the contest mado on Federal linos, 
Indeed, in St. John, regular Liboral aandi 
dates wero named, but they withdrew be 
fore nomination day. Ib has been broadly 
hinted that one of the reasons on account of 
whioh thore was an endeavor to wako up 
opposition to the government was in tho 
hope that some money migbb bo distributed 
among the elootorato, tho instigators 
bolng — bo it observed — tho out and out Bup 
porters of the so called " party of purity,"

Saokvlllo and his letter on tho eubjoot ot his 
removal from tho British KtnbasBy at Wash- 
ington. ^Yo notioo thab tho San Franoisoo 
Chronicle has reconbly dellvorod itsolf on 
the same aubjoob aa follows : " Lord Saok- 
vlllo may osoapo bho penalty of his folly on 
the technical point the.t his pamphlet is 
nothing moro than a privato letter, but he 
has added one moro to tho many things 
which provont ua from having any roal love

Tammany Hall, New York, whose man- 
agers hava over been ready to do almoBt 
anything or concede almost anything bo 
that they might retain control of oity and 
state affairs, fleeing that its power was on 
the wane placed an exoiae plank in ita plat 
form in order to secure the Gorman vote, 
and la consequence has now the added 
strongth of the German-American Reform 
Union with whioh to meet the Republicans 
and the old line Democrats. Ita motto, even 
in the hardest times, when Bobb Tweed and 
some of his gang were in prison and when 
others had contrived to get out of harm's 
way, was "Nil desperandum !" 

Now it haB with ib an exceedingly import- 
anb olomenb and in addition a goodly number 
of beer men beoause ib favora the immediate 
enactment by the next Legislature of a 
modification of the present oppressive excise 
laws, and in addition promises to propose to 
and ondeavor to obtain from tho ooming 
Legislature a law which will enable bho com- 
munity to determine for itself, by popular 
vote, whether the salo of food, beverages, 
and all necessaries shall be permitted on the 
first day of tho week during certain pre 
scribed houre, and in a manner so restricted 
as not to interfere with religious observ 
ances. Tho German-American Reformers 
themselveB demand the opening of saloons in 
an ordorly way from ono to ton o'clock on 
Sunday. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Everyone haB heard of " Boss " Buckley 
of San FranciBco, who haa for Bomo time 
been lying comparatively low. Indeed ho 
had, it is understood, during a considerable 
period tho best of reasons for keeping out of 
the way. A short time since he returned 
and, with his honohmon, ia lustily blowing 
at the bellows in order to seoure control of 
tho San Francisco Demooratio convention. 
The " boss " was for years one of tho great 
Btandbyes of tho Southern Paoific, bnb PreBi- 
daub Huntington having refused to honor 
his requisitions for passes and other favors 
for himself and friends, ho is endeavoring to 
obtain the support of tho anti-railway men. 
Kugono Douprey, one of Durrant's counsel is 
possibly ons of tho Democratic loadors, who 
is the most strongly opposed to Buckley, 
and in tho moantimo, now that ho is tem- 
porarily indisposed, Buckloy is doing his 
level best to securo control of tho genorul 
oommittoo and, it is boliovod, ho is likely to 
domlnato it with a fair working majority.

In other lines tho 
volumo of tho buainoaa for this season la 
fair, and probably with a fow exceptions 
quite equal to that for tho Bame time last 
year.

Northern Pacific Steamers Want Re- 
lief From Government Contract 
—Minor Marine Notes. 

Nearly overy day for upwards of a month 
pasb a small army of men have boon gathored 
around tho shipping agent's oflioo oigning 
pay rolls and drawing money aa out of a 
bank. Threo, four and up to eight months' 
wages have been collocted involving the 
handling of thousands of dollars and tho 
oloaing up of tho sealing soason. The ship- 
ping of ekina to tho London market has as- 
sumod large proportions during the past fow 
days, for they aro seldom If ovor retained 
hero, and in consequence a good proportion 
of thiB year's catoh has alroady gone forward. 
The oatches of six or seven achooners havo 
not yet been reoeived. Ono of tho delayed 
fleet, the Toreaa, arrived yestorday and 
brought 867 skins. Small shipments have 
been sent away daily for some time past, 
bub the Charmor yestorday took no leas 
than 122 large casks, mado up of tho fol- 
lowing consignments : E. B. Marvin & Co., 
28 ; R. P. Rithet & Co., 39; Capt. Grant, 
lb' ; Ulman, 22 ; and Hudson's Pay Co., 17. 
On thiB morning's steamer thoro were 24 
casks shipped by J. Boacowitz it Son, 4 
shipped by Robb. Ward & Co., and 14 
shipped by William Munsie, making a total 
of 42. Many of tbo achoonoro rooelve an 
overhauling before being laid up for tho sea- 
son, and two of these, tho Carlobta G. Cox 
and Annie E. Paint, wore yesterday hauled 
up on Turpel'B wayB for this purpose. . 

RUSSIAN AUTHORITY TtK.STMCTKD . 

The Imperial order-in-oounoil issued un- 
der tho " Seal FiBherloB (North Paoific) Aot, 
1895," after proclaiming the prohibited 
zone of ten marine miles on all the Russian 
coasts of Behrlng sea and tho North Paoific 
ocean, and of tlMrty marine miles round the 
Kormandorsky and Rcbben islands, gives 
the regulations under which Russian officers 
may deal with British veaselB. Those pro- 
vide that a Russian officer shall exercise the 
powera conferred upon British officers only 
in relation to Bhipa engaged in hunting seals 
within cither of the prohibited zones. A 
British ship is not to be liable to aoizuto or 
detention by Russian officers for irregular- 
ities in tho log or respeotiDg tho possession 
of weapons ; and the power to detain any 
portion of tho equipment or any of tho 
crew of a British vessel is oxpressly with- 
held from Russian officers. 

UNDER THREE FLAGS. 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer in noticing 
the return of the LJ.S.S. Patterson says : 
"Tho Patterson also brings an account of 
how bho Fort Simpson Indians have appro- 
priated the little tug Portland, which was 
wreoked, to their own use. The tug on a 
trip to the Yesa bay country, waa hung 
upon a sharp pointed rook, and her owners 
abandoned hor there on tho British coast. 
Tho Indiana in that locality belong to the 
Salvation Army, and finding that tho vessel 
was consigned to the waves, they removed 
her from tho rook and patched up tho leak, 
and have now atarted to ueo her on gospel 
errands. At hor bow waves tho American 
II ig, and at hor Btern the British. At her 
masthead Boats the well known bannor of 
tho Salvation Army. An observer remarka 
that another flag would obacure the boat 
entirely."

Ward & Co. 'a account, and 
the veBBel was brought down to tho roads 
by tho tug Lome, whioh ia now in port 
having her boilers blown down. Tho Ameri 
can schooner W, F. Weltzemann replacea 
the Aroturus, loading undor tho samo man- 
agement and for tho aamo place. 

Tho City of Kingston oarriod away last 
evening tho first ahipmonb of this year's 
hops from Viotoria. The shipment com- 
prised GO largo bales, and was being for- 
warded to tho old country by J. J Downey. 

Tho Btoam schooner Mischief leaves for 
Kyuquot and way ports this morning. It 
is understood aho will cxtond her trip to 
Queen Charlotte Sound. 

Tho R. M.S. EmpreBS of Jap-.n ia looked 
for from tho Orient early on Tuo'day morn- 
ing, with an uncommonly heavy freight and 
medium passongor list.

MAY BE SINGING FISHES. 



A COLONY OF PINK EYED AND WHITE 
HAIRED PEOPLE. 



It In About ISO Years Old unil at Ouo 
Tlmii It Numbered About Fifty Person-,. 
The Story of the Plttgleya lind Their 
Physical Peculiarities. 

Since tho nppournuce of iilbino girls 
in sirto shows uud dime museums tho 
general public Ims indulged iu consid- 
erable speculation as to wliero tho man- 
agers of these freak aggregations pro- 
euro their frizzy haired specimens. Al- 
though seldom mot with at othor places, 
there is at Capo Cod a settlement of 
theso pink eyed and whito haired peo- 
ple. For generations tho Pittsley fam- 
ily, known in tho section as tho "white 
haired Pittsloys," have been albino. 
They have intermarried, and, although 
clannish in tho extreme, years ago tnok 
into the family fold n man named Rey- 
nolds, in whoso children tho peculiarity 
cropped out, and added tho "white 
haired Reynolds" to tho little army of 
Cape Cod's human curiosities. Until 
quito recently a dozen or 15 Pittsley 
albinos might have been found within 
half as many miles of each other and 
sometimes under the same roof. But the 
families in which there are albinos have 
scattered lately and spread ovor tho 
most lonely parts of tho country from 
Freetown to Wareham, at tho entrance 
to Capo Cod. 

Tho museum albino and tho albino in 
real life have little in common. The 
albino at homo is disappointing. His 
or hor hair isn't crimped to tho muse- 
um limit. It doesn't stand out a la Cir- 
cassian. In tho natural Pittsley state 
tho albino hair is dingy, because they 
don't know any bettor, and if they did 
thoy probably wouldn't adopt tho mod- 
ern methods of washing hair. 

Tho eyes of tho albino in this region 
prove their albinism beyond question. 
They are usually described as pink, like 
rabbits' eyes. Thoy are extremely weak 
and almost closed, so that it is difficult 
to got a square look into the eye itself. 
When tho oyo is opened, tho lid is lifted 
only for a second, and it takes ti quick 
look to discover that tho pupil is dark 
red and surrounded with a lighter red 
ring, while tho ball of tho eye is pale 
pink and surrounded with tho pinkish 
rim of tho oyelid. Tho effect would be 
thoroughly pink if tho oyo remained at 
rest. It is almost impossible to obtain 
a direct look into tho oyo, because from 
the eyo of tho healthy albino red lights 
seem to dart, while tho pupil quivers 
and dilates and seems to move unceas- 
ingly. 

It is over a century and a half since 
tho appearauco of tho first, albino was 
recorded in tho Pittsley tribo. Sinco 
that time probably moro than 100 have 
been born bearing this name or having 
mothers from this family. At ouo time 
it is estimated that only a fow loss than 
CO albinos wero living within a radius 
of 25 miles. Barnum might hero have 
held an albino congress if ho had been 
ablo to eugago all of theso peoplo with 
the wonderful wiuo rod pupils. It has 
always been among the legends of tho 
county that tho groat showman did re- 
cruit his collection from this locality, 
but today tho proud Pittsleys dony in- 
dignantly that Barnum evor had mouoy 
ouongh to engage even ouo of them to 
poso in public. 

Tho origin of tho family is connect- 
ed with one of the wickedest episodes 
of the early history of tho now world. 
There is oven a chanco that perhaps 
somo Pittsley was a relative or friend 
of the sweot and pious Evangeline. 
When tho English deported from tho 
vales of Acadia tho families of French 
neutrals and scattered them in almost 
every settlement from tho mouth of tho 
Penobscot around to Louisiana, Free- 
town, which was near tho colony of 
Plymouth, had not been ablo to send its 
full quota of men to tho army. So in 
the distribution of the French from 
Acadia 15 men, with somo women and 
children, woro left in Freetown. Tho 
bitterest, of all was the separation and 
splitting up of families. Tho people 
wero filled with dejection, and tho poor- 
est of thorn apparently built somo rude 
lodges in tho forests and took no caro 
how thoy lived. Nouo spoke their lan- 
guage They v. ero strangers in habits 
and manners. Men had been separated 
from wives and daughters, and wives 
left without their husbands. 

Jnst what tho namo of tho French 
neutral ancestor of tho albino Pittsleys 
may have been no researcli lias over re- 
vealed. On tho town records, until with- 
in 50 years, the name has been Piggsley. 
In many cases t ho name Piggsley has 
been corrupted into "Hoggsloy. " 

Tho first appearance of pink eyes and 
white hair was in a Robert Pittsley 
Bomewhere in tho first half of the eight- 
eenth century. Somo placo it as early 
as 1731. From that time down tho al- 
bino characteristics havo boon contin- 
ually reproduced. It is bolieved that 
continual interniarriago has been large- 
ly instrumental in handing down tho 
pink oyes and white hair. Tho Pittsloys 
wero clannish. Thoy wouldn't minglo 
With othor families, muoh less tako 
wives from them. They clubbed by 
thomsolvos, but oftener one family made 
a home for itself in some deserted house 
or jnckot honso in a lonely part of tho 
woods or out of tho way end of a town- 
ship. Thoy rarely camo to town to live. 
In their ways and thoir love of outdoor 
life those peoplo show many of tho char- 
acteristics of tho gypsy, and another 
point which allies thorn to tho wander- 
ing clans is their ability to "swap" 
horses, a business at which most all of 
tho males aro experts. They are illiter- 
ate and account for their physical pe- 
culiarities by tho theory that one of their 
ancestors had his hair turn white after a 
fright and bequeathed his curious hir- 
sute possession to his children. — Phila- 
delphia Times.

A Phenomenon of tho Sen Which Is In- 
teresting nnd Mysterious. 

Here is an account of a phenomenon 
of tin- Pascngoula river iu Mississippi, 
to which, although it is not generally 
known, the attention of naturalists lias 
been called on account of its mystery. 
At times very remarkable sounds are 
heard at the mouth of this river. Tho 
local fishermen say that it is "the spirits 
t inging under the water. " It is a mur- 
muring sound, which rises gradually 
and then falls to a lowor tone. Tho 
music coasos when tho waters aro dis- 
turbed, and when thoy are quiet it be- 
gins again. 

Sovoral explanations havo boon offered 
as to tho origin and causo of tho myste- 
rious sounds of tho Pascngoula. The 
most satisfactory theory is that tho 
sounds aro produced by a specios of fish 
in somo unknown way. Professor G. 
Brown Goode, who is aii authority oil 
fishes and fish life, thinks that the dram - 
fish may causo the sounds in question. 

Instances of peculiar sounds being 
heard at sea and ascribed to fishes are 
not uncommon, as the following exam- 
ples will show : 

In 1824, when Lieutenant White of 
tho American navy was at the mouth of 
a river in Cambodia, ho and his crew 
wero surprised by unusual sounds. Ho 
described tho noises as a mixture of tho 
bass of an organ, tho ringing of bells, 
tho gutrural cries of a large frog and tho 
tones of an immense harp. Tho natives 
said that tho sounds were produced by a 
school of a certain kind of fish. 

Dr. Buist, 1847, reported that a party 
of peoplo in a boat on the waters near 
Bombay heard strango sounds, whioh 
tho natives held to bo caused by fish. 
Tho woll known English traveler, Sir J. 
Emorson Torment, heard similar sounds 
from tho lake of Batticaloa in Coylon, 
and hero again the natives claimod that 
fishes made tho sounds. Soveral corre- 
spondents of newspapers havo reported 
having heard sounds which wero pro- 
duced by fishes. One writer in tho Lon- 
don Fiold, 1S07, avers that in the 'har- 
bor at Greytown, Nicaragua, he was 
hannted at night by theso mystorious 
sounds. Another in the same paper tells 
of musical sounds which ho heard in tho 
Tavoy river. Other instances of moro 
recont dato might be mentioned. 

From m11 the accounts given wo may 
draw some interesting conclusions. 
Thus it seems that tho sounds are al- 
most always heard on shipboard, though 
Charles Kingsley once heard them at 
Trinidad from tho shoro ; that they aro 
usually heard in tropical regions ; that 
they aro more often heard at night than 
at any othor time ; that thoy aro com- 
mqnly heard at tho month of rivers, as 
at tho mouth of tho Pascngoula, and 
that they have boon reported from far 
distant places in America, Europe and 
Asia. — Our Animal Friends. 



PralseH the IMcyclo. 

It seems to bo coming — scientific ap- 
proval — in nil directions. Dr. Cham- 
poniero, member of tho Academy of 
Medicine, !ms made observations on 
Frenchwomen who havo used the wheel, 
and he finds they aro bettor performers 
than men, learning moro easily and 
with loss purposeless oxpendituro of 
forco. Ho finds a marked increase in the 
amount of muscle 'developed all over tho 
trunk of tho body, especially about tho 
torso. Tho lung capacity is increased, 
full, healthy action of tho heart is re- 
stored and tho deposition of fat is avoid- 
ed. Tho doctor asserts that ho call detect 
infallibly tho woman who uses tho 
wheel from her sisters when they cross 
tho streets. Ono proceeds with self con- 
fidence ami oaso when tho other dodges 
and invites disaster. Ho then examines 
tho mental discipline afforded by tho bi- 
cycle, and thence deduces his most strik- 
ing conclusions. Ho finds thafthe wom- 
an's powers of attention and observation 
are awakened in an extraordinary de- 
gree, or rather that these powers, with 
which all human beings are endowed at 
birth, aro saved from atrophy, which in 
both sexes is ono of tho most marked 
defects produced by civilization. The 
wheehvomeii move with something of 
the freedom and dignity observed in 
some of tho higher uncivilized races. 
Tho doctor disclaims any intention to 
theorize, but at tho close of his articlo 
permits himself to dream of a new 
Frenchwoman as tho product of the bi- 
cycle. 

Pigeon Roosts Fifty Years Ago. 

Pigeon Roost, Scott county, Intl., re- 
ceived its namo from its being the night- 
ly rendezvous of the passenger or wild 
pigeon. These pigeons usually selected 
some heavily wooded or elevated locali- 
ty for their rousting, bordering on their 
feeding gnmnds, which might bo sever- 
al hundred miles in extent. The pigeons 
usually commenced to arrive before sun- 
set and continued in increasing num- 
bers until after midnight. At daybreak 
the birds would begin to leave the roost, 
lind on swift wing depart for thoir feed- 
ing grounds, miles away, returning at 
night, as stated. It may safely bo said 
that these birds ranged tho forests of 
Indiana from tho Wabash to the Ohio, 
nnd oxtending far into Kentucky- So 
largo were their roosts that they became 
localities of groat interest. None Was 
more f anions than the one in Pinley 
township, Scott county, Ind. ; henoo tho 
name of the settlement early established 
there — the Pigeon Roost. — Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette. 



Drop ForgiasB. 
The machinery for drop forging is 
ponderous and expensive. Tho plates 
that stamp out tho forgings aro in two 
sections, one of which iits into tho bed 
of the machine, and tho other is fas- 
tened to tlio arm. Together theso two 
plates havo an opening tho shapo of tho 
desired forging. Tho descent of the arm 
on a piece of tool steel stamps out a 
pieco of tho requisite shape. After leav- 
ing the forging maohino the metal is in 
a rough stato and has to bo tnmed down 
on a lathe and bored out, each of which 
operations has to be carefully done, as 
the finished articlo has to be eiaot in 
overy particular. — Ohioago Times-Her- 
ald. .

PRIVATE BILLS, 



TO avoid misapprehension on tho part of 
persons who proposo to introduco Prlvato 
Bllla at tho next aeaaion of tho Legislature, tho 
Speaker has dirootod tho publication of the 
following ruling, which explains tho distinct 
ivo character of such measures: 

Every Bill for the particular interest or ben 
eflb of any porson or persons is treated in Par 
llamont as a Prlvato Bill. Whothor it bo f„r 
tho intorest of an individual, a public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or othor 
locality, it is equally distinguished from a 
mcasuro of public policy, in whioh tho whole 
community aro interested ; and this distinc- 
tion is marked by tho solicitation of Private 
Bills by tho parties thomsolvea whoso intoreata 
aro concerned. By tho standing orders of tho 
Houbo all Private Bills, or Bills to amend tho 
same, aro required to bo brought in upon potl 
tlon, and tho paymont of fees by tho promoters 
ia an indispensable condition to their progress 
Public Bills to amond Private Bills can be in 
troducod by a member of tho Government, but 
not by a private member.

Prisoner's Endeavor to Inveigle An 
other Yotiii? Lady Into Em- 
anuel Baptist Church- 

San Francisco, Oct. 17.— Mias Lucille 
Turner promiaoa to figure as a more con- 
spicuous witness in the Durrant case than 
was at first imagined. Durrant'a attorneys 
iatond to do their utmost to throw cold 
water on her testimony. They aro afraid 
of it, and this vory fear makes thorn deter- 
mined, if poaalhlo, to break tho young 
woman down. They realize that it will bo 
very difficult for tho jury to regard the 
prisoner as an inoffensive, irreproachable 
young man after hearing Mias Turner tell 
bow he endeavored to entice her into Em- 
anuel Baptist church for tho oatonsiblo pur- 
pose of a medical examination. Tho story, 
oomlng from Miaa Turner herself, will bo 
doubly effective, and tho attorneys for tho 
dafonce are fully awaro of the fact. They 
realizj tho situation porfeotly, and were it 
not for two witnesses they have in readineaa 
would manifeab considerable uneasiness over 
what Miaa Turner may say. 

The defence has maintained strict ailence 
about these witnossea. With the exception 
of Durrant no one has spoken of thorn, and 
their identity remains a secret. Darrant 
waa willing to glvo an outline of what their 
testimony would bo and to enlarge on its 
value to the defence, but ho deolined to give 
their names. He said that tho two witnesses 
were h ia friends, and that they had visited 
Mias Turner ahortly after Ills arroat. Dur 
rant claims that tho young men wero entire 
straugors to Miss Turner, and culled on hsr 
merely out of aurioBity to boo what kind of 
a girl she was. They intended, if poeaiblo, 
to induco her to relate the unpleaBinb expe 
rienoo aho olalmod to have had with Dur 
rant. 

Tho priaoner further atated that without 
the least hesitation Misa Turner told tho 
atrange young mon the etory to which aho 
afterward testified at tho preliminary exam 
ioation. Ho also stated tint alio gave them 
all tho details, and eoemed neither embar 
rassed nor annoyed at discussing Buoh a 
topio with young mon. Durrant claims that 
her friends were amsz;d at Miea Tumor's 
lack of conventionality, and on leaving her 
homo went directly to him. He said theee 
young men wore willing and even anxious 
to take the stand. Misa Tumor hai board 
that the two Btrange young men are to 
bo witnoaaea, bi^ ahe ia not in the least dis- 
concerted over 'he faot. She absolutely re 
fused to dier-ioH the matter, but from an- 
other Boarr- it waa learned that tho two 
young mm did call at Misa Turner'a home 
ona Su *y afternoon ahortly after the dis- 
cover) i,f the murders. Thuy represented 
thomaolvea as newspaper mon, and said 
they had come for the purpose of having 
Miss Turnor identify Durrant'a handwriting, 
a sample of which was on a paper one of 
the men drew from his pocket. Miss 
Turner recognized the writing aa some that 
had been taken from the library catalogue, 
but Bho did not propose to aoknowledgo It 
to her visitors. Sho told thorn to bring her 
a catalogue if thoy wished to identify the 
writing of Theodore Durrant. After a few 
cttBual remarks the young men lofb. During 
tho conversation thoro wan no allusion made 
to Mias Turner's experience with Durrant. 

The frienda of the young lady aro furloua 
at tho bare possibility of these mon Bwearlng 
to any immodesty on her part, and threaten 
troublo if tho defence puts them on the 
atand as witnossea. Misa Turnor haa nover 
dlscueaed her unpleasant exporionco with 
Durrant, oven with her moat intimate 
friondH. She told tho atory to her aunt, 
Mra. Vogol, tho morning after tho diacovery 
of the murdorB, and in tho af'ornoon, her 
cousin. Dr. Vogel, gave tho information to 
tho police. MIbb Turnor nevor mado a 
atatemonb to Captain Leos or anyone else. 
Tho only time aho haa Bpokon of tho affiir 
outBide her own homo was when sin teBtified 
at tho preliminary e xamination.
